Flimsy for Permanent
Effect,

Dr Moore's Work and Words-
Tho Legilative Contoat Bu«
siness Gonerally

Jo roapondeace of Tiw Ras,

Davin Ciry, Neb., Octobar 27 —
Not long since Jim Laird, too aspirit-
ually fall for good utterance, address-
od the people of this place, It only
needed that speech here to kindle in-
to a flame the spirit of disaffection,
rolative to corporate rule, no preva
lent in this aection. The day follow-
ing his speech it was current talk here
that, inatead of making votes, he had
lost largely. The people are not slow
to perceive the corporation wolf in the
guise of an anti-monopolist, and it is
thin fact of the machine candidates all
through th e state trying to make cap-
ital by avowing thomselves true anti-
monopolists, that glvea encourage-
ment to the people by demonstrating
the growing strength of their cause.

Dr. Moore's speech here a short
time after was in marked ocontrast to
the half mavdlin remarks of Laird
and the coarse abuse of his associate,
Paul Vandevoort.

To hear Dr, Moore is to believe in
him as an honost, earnest man—one
thoroughly imbued with the prinoi-
ples he professos, and one not likely
to buy or sell or trade those intorests
80 vital to the people. While Laird
lost by his speech, Moore gained
many voles.

In this county there are four condi-
dates of some prominence for election
to the lower legislative bddy. Tom
Jensen and Jake Robberts, true types
of the machine politician, are agatn
before the people as representatives of
the machine element of the repub.
lican party, Their ohancea for re-
election are meagre, since one has
proven himself incompetent, and the
other totally untrustworthy,
Dr. Eoglehardt, of Rising, and M,
Kuegper, of the Platte valley, though
nominated by a democratio conven-
tion, have placed themselves squarely
before the people upon a platform of
sound anti-monspoly principles,
Dr, Eoglehardt has had previous
legislative experience, and is & man of
rare ability. Mr. Knepper is spoken
of aas the strongest candidate before
the people.
The champions of woman's suffrage
are trying to make that an lssue of
vital iinportance, and Susan B. An-
thony has just repeated her Omaha
speech to the citizens of this place. As
the same address was published in
Tur Ber, (notwithstanding her denial
of this fact,) there 18 no need of its
further meution, except to say that
the people hers accord to woman a
power and influence co.equal with
man, and do not propose to vote for
any measure to increase her political
power at the expense of her social and
domestic influence.
David City has been on the boom

The C.ntest In Callfornia,
Fhilsdelphia bHocard.

In California the only issue of any
interest or lmportance in the comiug
election s that which has grown out
of the oppressions and exactions of the
railroad companies, For a while the
Chinaman promised to become a 've-
ly subject of political controveray; but
all parties uniting in the demsnd for
his exelusion he 18 made by sct of Con-
gress & dead issue on the Pacific conat,
A dispute has arisen between the two
parties in regard to Babbath obsery-
snce, the democrats taking the more
liberal ground; but this difference does
not attract much sttention on the part
of the voters, The chiel interest con-
tres arornd the question of railroad
hll_!llllpul{- Both partiea have declared
in thelr platformesy, in wmore or
less unequivocal language, that the
only remedy for the grievancea of
rallroad  mouopoly is to  briug
the great transportation companies
strictly  under  the supervision
of the state. Buch being the case, it

that tYe two p.ﬂiﬂ should quarrel
with each other over unsubstantial
grounda of difference, instead of unit-
ing for the accomplishmént of & com.
mon (lhjl‘tl which both profoss to re.

stead of uniting each s doing its best
to prove that it is the best friend of
the public osune in this contest with
the railroad monopolics, and that its
opponant cannot b trasted. T this
division of the peoplo of Oalifornia
into t wo con flicting parties, b th elaim

ing to have the same end
in  view, lies the satety of
the railroad ecompanion  acainst
the threatened interference of the

state with their methode, By akill.
fully playing the democrats and the
republicans  againat  each other,
through: their respootive party lond
ors, they sucoeed in paralyzing every
effort to bring them under the ros-
traint of law,

O e of the atrong grounds of eom-
plaint against the tyrsnny of the rail-
ronda in Oalifornia is the contract sys.
tem, the object of which is to compel
all the freight from the east to be
transported by rail instead of letting
any share of 1t 20 by sea. On the 1st
of May, 1882, the Pacific railroad
companies required all shippers in
San Francisco to sign special contracts
sgroeing tosend all their freight from
the east by rail, and not even to sell
gooda to any man who shipped by sea,
As a alty for refusal they wore
compelled to pay double and treble
tho rates contained in the apecial con-
tracts, and no merchant in San Fran-
oisoo, therefore, could ohooso his modo
of transportation without risking the
ruin of his business, By this aston-
ishing arrangement, without an ex-
ample in business methods aince the
Migdle Ages, all vesnels going to San
Francisco from Atlantic ports for a
cargo musi go in ballast, g0 as not to
compete with the Pacific railroad
monopoly; and shippers must accord-
ingly pay double rates of freight on
the wheat sent to foreign markets, To
make the tyranny complete the Pacifio
railroads entered into a combination
with the Pacifio Mail Steamship Com-
pany, by which, in consideration of a
Inrge monthly subaidy to the latter,

freight earried by the steamship com-
pany. Of course they fixed the rates
high enough to cover the aubsidy or
compel shippers to send by railroad,
Thus the Pacifio railroads control the
commerce of San Francisco by land
and aea,

Other grievances of the poople of
California against the Pacific 1 ailroads
are theunjustdiscriminetion in freights
and the non-payment of taxcs due the
state. According to the policy openly
avowed by President Stanford, this
dincriminution is as great as the traffic
will bear. besides the dizcriminations
against non-competitive pointa, gross
favoritism towardindividualsis charged
againat tho railroad companies. Indig-
nant complaiat is alto made that while
these corporations have derived great
franchises from the state and are en-
joying its protection they have not
paid a dollar of tax tor the support of
ite government within the last two
years, Upon property which they ea.
timated to be worth nearly £150,000,-
000 a valuation of §27,000,000 was as-
sessed by the state officials, and they
refused to pay the tax upon that, Hx-
ercising s power greater than that of
the »state, the railroad corporations
have set ita suthority at defiance.
‘This is the issve in California in the
present contest—-the people on one
side and the great eorporativns on the
other, The candidates for governor,
legislature and eongress on both sides
earnestly protost that they are with
the people,and yet, strangely enough,
the two parties who protess to favor
precisely the same poliocy on this par-
amount issue are making bitter war
upon each other over unsubstantial
shadows. [If they were united they
would have no trouble in bringing the
railroad corporations under the sover-
eign power of the state and compelling
them to manpage their business as
common carriers in harmony with the
righta and interests of the people. But
the railroad companies understand the
meaning and advantage of these party
divisions, and do all in their power to
foster partisan rancor and bitterneas.
When the election is over, no matter
what side winas, they will pluy the par-
tles against each other in the Logsla-
ture s at the ballot box, Inadequate
and ineffectual lawa will be passed for
the restraint of corporations, and the
exactions snd oppremsions of railroad
monopoly will remain an issue in Cal-
ifornia, as olsewhere, for & long time
to come,
